Americans generally do not 
travel around as much as other 
people. Only 48 per cent of all 
adults in this country take any 
business or holiday trips of 
more than 200 miles away 
from home in any one given 
year and 52 per cent take 
none at all about 1 per cent 
of the total population goes 
overseas. Last year 1.790.000 
Americans went overseas. 
5.800.000 went to Canada and 
820.000 went to Mexico.

Yorkers obtained passports 
while only 910 residents of 
Wyoming applied for them.
